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AN EAST TENNESSEEE COLLISION. 


A Passenger Tratn Piows Into a Freight 
Train—An Engineer Killed and Em- 
ployes and Vassengers Hurt.

A collision ou the Fast Tennessee yesterday 
afternoon resultedin the killing of George 


Gillon, a passenger engineer, and the wound: 


ing of a freight engineer, two conductors, 
several trainmen and four or five passengers. 

Gillon’s death was a horrible one. 

The collision was between a south-bound 
passenger train and a north-bound freiglit 
train, and happened- near Stockbridge, and 
about twenty miles south of Atlanta, The 
passenger train was moving on schedule 14, 
and left Atlanta at thirly-two minutes after? 
o’cloek, with Conductor Kondrick in charge. 
It was made up of a mail and baggage car, a 
second class coach, a first-class coach, anda 
sleeper. From Atlanta to Stockbridge 

THE TRACK WAS CLEAR 
and when the train left that station, Engineer 
Gillon pulled out his watch, and glancing at 
it, said: . 

*Wo are on time.” 

Thai was the legtsiwfe ho ever made that 
remark or ever glanced av his watch. 

Just south of Stockbridge there is a deep cut 
and near that cut there is a side track known 
as Maher's quarry track. 

In that cut the collision occurred. 

In that cut Engineer Gillon was killed. 

The freight train into which the passenger 
plunged was in command of Conductor Snod- 
grass, with Engineer Buck Irving at the throt- 
tle. When several miles south ef the cut it 
had received orders to pass an opposing freight 
train at Flippen. The order was carried out 
and as the southbound freight moved away 
the northbound was standing upon the side- 
track, all of the hands anxious to reach At- 
lanta, 

About the same time the south bound pas- 
senger train was near Stockbridge. 

WHO WAS TO BLAME? 

Detween Stockbridge and Flippen is the 
Maher quarry side track, but it is no station. 

There is a rule on the East Tennessee which 
prohibits a freight train moving against a pas- 
senger train when within ten minutes of the 
lattar’s time. 

The collision was probably due to a violation 
of this rule. 

The fréight train could.not have reached 
Stockbridge in time for the passewger train, 
and ten the minutes limit would have been in 
operation before it could have reached the 
Malier track. 

Nevertheless, it pulled away from Flippen. 

The cut near the sideling is a deep one, and 
the track through it cucves so much that it is 
impossible for a man to see from one end to the

The shock advised the passengers that some- 
thing was wrong und almost before the train 
had stopped they. begau leaping from the plat- 
forms thoroughly frightened. 

The train men, too, sprang out,and ina 
short time the extent of the damage was ascer- 
tained. 

THE. CONDUCTORS HURT. 

Both conductors were tjured, but without 
paying any attention to their suffering, they 
went to work to ascertzin who was hurt. Ina 
few seconds they realized that the oollision 
had been a fatal one, and then hurried a mes- 
senger tg the nearest station witha telegram 
to Mr. Barsies, the superintendent. While 
the messenger was en route to the telegraph 
station it was ascertained by those at work 
that Engineer Gillon had-been fatally injured, 
and that his death was a certainty. 

Lt was equally certain that many others had 
been hurt. 

THE NEWS IN ATLANTA. 

The message was upon Mr. Barnes’s table in 
a short time, and the instant the gentleman 
‘ead it he ordered a special engine to be got- 
ten ready. Thien Dr. Nicolson and Dr. Hogan 
were summoned, and in a short time the 
specia! was at the scene. 

Ini the meantime those at the wreck had 
been ascertaining the extent ef the damage, 
and when the special bearing Superintendent 
Barnes and the physicians arrived, this is 
what they ascertained :

PHYSICIANS ARRIVE. 

Before the special reached the scene, three 
physicians from Stockbridge had arrived, and 
done what they could. Dr. Nicolson and Dr. 
Hogan went over the field examining the in- 


jured. 

The scene was a terrible one. Both engines 
were badly demolished. Four box cars had 
been splintered, while the mail coach had 
been torn to pieces. The ground was covered 
with splinterse Superintendent Barnes at 
once decided to bring the dead and injured to 
Atlante. He had them placed upon the train, 
seeing a large foree of hands 
clearing the track started fer 
the city. The returning train was met at the 
Last Tennessee depot by acrowd of friends and 
relatives of tne injured men, anda delegation 
of engineers appointed to meet the body of En- 
gineer Gillon and remove it to the hearse in 
which it was to be carried to the undertaking 
establishment of H. M. Patterson & Co., there 
to be prepared for burial. 

The delegation were Pau! Smith, William 
Foster, Branch Lewis, William Allen, John 
Parks, Charles Wallace, Jack Wright, Fred 
Carlisle, Horace Waters and William Hamor. 

The collision caused all kinds of rumors to 
prevail in the city. Some indicated a large 
number of dead, but the list presented is cor- 
rect. The injured imployes were taken to 
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everything in his power to relieve everybody. 
WHO HE WAS, 

George H. Gillon, the dead engineer, wae 
born in Macon, and was about 27 years of 
age. Ife was with the old Macon and Brans- 
wick and East Tennessee roads fos 
nine or teu years. Hehad been an enginees 
on the Nast Tomnessee road for about four 
years, and was considered one of the best ow 
the road. Ho was well hiked by all who knew 
him, and was 2 member of Division No. 20T, 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. 
He leaves a wife and one child, a little bay 
about two years old. He was marricd about 
three years azo to Miss Lula Raiford. of Coch- 
ran, aud was an affectionate and loving 
husband and father. 

HOW HE WAS HURT. 

Iie was badly crushed. There was a bad 
hole on the right tentple, his right. shoulder 
was bruised, his right leg horribly crushed and 
mangled, from the ankle to the thich, hig 
right foot badly mutilated, about half of it 
being entirely gone. The only wound oh the 
loft side of the body wasa V shaped cut on the 
outside of the left ankle, aboat an fich lon 
each way, He had a brother and sister living 
in Macon, a brother in Waycross, and a sistet 
in Montgomery, Ala., all of whom have bees 
notified, 

During his last hour he was continually 
calling for his wife, and his last words were:

The Talk of a Bull Fight at the Exposition Has 


Created a Great Deal of Comment, Favorable 
and Unfavorable—How Some of Them Talk, 


A bull fight at the exposition. 

It is the talk of the town, and the people are 
getting stirred up on the subject. 

Will it take place? 

That depends on a good many things. 

There is no doubt whatever that great public 
interest is felt in the matter. The comment 
on the subject is varied. A numberof citizens 
are strongly in favor of haying it, and a num- 
ber are strongly opposed to having it. 

SOME PEOPLE. TALK. 

The following interviews taken at random 
will prove mighty intcresting reading: 

Governor Gordon: 

“Tt would bring together a great crowd. I 
have no doubt about that. But if you wish to 
know what I think of getting a crowd that 


way I must say that the end does not justify - 


the means. My belief is that it will be a great 
mistake. Success attained at the cost of the 
demoralization of our people would be worse 
than downright failure.” 

CoLonEL GEORGE VW. ApaAtR: “T have seen 
bull] fights in Mexico and they were attended 
by all classes of the people, but from an 
American standpoint I think they are cruel 
and brutal. I hardly think that our people 
have been educated up to the point of enjoying 
a bull fight.’’ 

Mr. Ropert Maryn: “I have witnessed 
bull fights in Cnba, but I noticed that they 
were attended only by foreigners, the demi- 
monde, and native roughs. The only good 
thing that the Spanish have ever furnished us 
are good cigars. I don’t think we need any 
Spanish morals. If you had seen a bull fight 
in Cuba you would say asI said, to-wit: ‘I 
wowldn’t jive in any such country.’ ”’ 

Mr. ParK Woopwarp: “It would cer- 
tainly draw a tremendous crowd. Buta bull- 
tight is a brutal and barbarous affair, and 
would be out of place in a civilized country 
like America.” 

Cotonr, W. H. Harrison: “If I were a 
direetor of the Piedmont Exposition com- 
pany, I would vote ‘No.’ Bull-fighting is a 
sport which belongs to barbarous, not civilized 
countries. Certainly, a bull-fight in Atlanta 
would draw a great crowd; but if I had to 
resort to such a brutal sport to draw a crowd, 
I wouldn’t have the crowd.”’ 

Mr. 0. E. Mircneii: “I don't want to see 
any bull fights in Atlanta. This isa Christian 
country.’’ | 

JUDGE JAMES T. NispetT: “I am utterly 
opposed toit. Some time ago an intelligent 
Mexican ruler abolised the barbarous pastime 
in that country, but public sentiment, I be- 
lieve, restored the custom. I think it rather 
late in the day for American to adopt a barba- 
rous custon which has been eondemned by the 
intelligence of Mexico.”’ 

Mr. Percy Maanus: ‘By all means let us 
have the bull fight at the exposition. It would 
bring the biggest crowd to Atlanta that has 
ever visited our city.”

THE PROPOSITION.

pany bya 25 per cent additional assessment on 
itsstock. The condition of the agreement is 
that the Americus Investment company will 
undertake to extend the Atlanta and Florida 
from Fort Valley, its present terminus, to 
Cordele, on the Americus, Prestoirr and Lump- 
kin road, a distance of forty-two miles. 

This proposition does not relieve the Geor- 
gia Improvement company of carrying the 
present indebtedness of the Atlanta and Flor- 
ida railroad, which foots up $540,000—$250,- 
000 of which is now due. 

ITS ACCEPTANCE URGED. 

Mr. Hill pressed the acceptance of the prop- 
Osition. It was the best thing that could be 
done under the circumstances. He believed 
that by entering into this agreement the stock- 
holdérs of the Atlanta and Florida would have 
a splendid opportunity to realize 100 cents on 
the dollar for their stock, perhaps with inter- 
est, but if the proposition was-not accepted 
the stockholders would either have to put their 
hands in their pockets and pay their indebted- 
ness, Which could not be done, or lose their 
entire stock. The stockholders were in a di- 
lemma, The committee have worked hard 
and now offer them the best horn of that di- 
lemma. The committee have acted solely 
with a view to saving the stockholders. This 
was not a question of sentiment, but a matter 


offbusiness. It now remains for the stock- 
holders to say what they wonld do, 
Judge John Collier, of the committce 


favored the acceptance of the proposition. Ie 
was satisfied .that it was the best thing that 
the stockholders could do. It was their only 
chance to get their money back with interest. 
If they did not accept it he was fearful that 
they would lose all that they had put in. 

Colonel R. F. Maddox,also of the committee 
of seven, favored the proposition. Ifjthe re- 
port of the committee was adopted he believed 
that in Jess than twelve months Atlanta and 
Savannah would be connected by another rail- 
road thirtceen miles shorter than any other 
route. If the 25 per cent a aeiperh ASSCSS- 
ment was put up by the stockholders their 
stock would svon be worth 100 conte on the 
glollar. 

DID NOT FAVOR IT. 
Captain E. P. Howell said the proposition 
did not strike him as being business-like. As 
he understood it, the steckhoklers were calied 
upon to dispose of $260,000 worth of their 
stock at 50 cents on the dollar for notes due in 
twelve menths, withcutinterest. In addition, 
they were required to raise $100,000 in cash 
whieh would leave them to carry $500,000 of 
the whole stock, and toturn over to another 
company the other $300,000 of stock, upon 
their bare promise to carry it, the same being 
virtually unsecured. 
If the stockholders of the Atlanta and Flor 
ida could raise $100,000 to protect themselves 
against loss, why can’t they raise the other 
$100,000 and control the road? This senti- 
ment was greeted by applause. 
Mr. Carroll Payne saidahat Captain How- 
ell’s policy was the proper policy. He agreed 
with him perfectly. He did not like the idea 
of acknowledging defcat—of Atlanta’s bowing 
to Americus—but it would be impossible for 
‘the stockholders to raise $200,000. When the 
last call for ten per cent was made, only about 
one and one-half per cent had been collected. 
He regarded the acceptance of the proposition 
as the only possible way out of the trouble, 
and, much as he dishked to do so, would have 
to make a virtue of necessity and vote for the 
adoption of the report of the committee, 
JUDGE HOYT’S VIEWS. 
Judge Hoyt agreed fully with Captain How- 
ell. The money ought to be raised rigit here 
in Atlanta. He was willing to put up 50 per 
cent additional stock, and there were a few 
others who would do likewise, but the great 
majority of the stockholders could pot do it. 
It was clear that the money could not be 
raised here. The company cannot afford 
to do it alone—but with the assistance of the 
Americus company. he entertained the hope 
that the road would one day be completed all 
the way through—and that Atlanta weuld 
then have one line to tide wide water not con- 
trolled by the ring. 
ALROUT THE DEBT. 

Mr. W. Hi. Patterson thought that before 
accepting the proposition a committee should 
bé appornte «d to arrange in New York for the 
carrying of the debt of $540,000. 
Mr. Henry Harris, o f Americ us, member of { 
the committee of seven, stated that it would 
be useless to try to arrange for the carrying of 
the debtin New York ast things now stand. That 
had been tried and had failed. But this 
proposition can be accepted contingent upon 
the making of such an arrange ment. 
Judge Collier took the same view. 
Mr. ™M. (. Kiser moved the adoption of the 
report of the committee of seven. 
A quorum was found to be present,and the 


report was adopted without a discenting 
vote. The number of shares voted was 
2.545, 


Mr. Carroll Payne moved that the com- 


mittee of seven be empowered to c: wry out 
the wishes of the stockholders in 
making the contract, andthatif any member 
of the committee cennot serve the vacancy 
shall be filed by avote of the committee of 
seyen. Carried. 

The sentiment of the meeting yas that the 
coutract should be made centingent on ar- 
rangement to be made by the committee of 
seven for the carrying of the indebtednesss of 
5540, 000 of the Georgia Improvement com- 
pany 

On motion of Colonel R. F. ° «uddox, Colo 
ne! P. L. Mynatt, attorney for the Atlanta 
and Florida road, and Mr. Carroli Payne, at- 
torney fer the Georgia Improvement company, 
were instructed to draw up the centract. 

On motion of Mr. Harris, of Americus, the 
capital stock was then increased from #200, 000
